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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for priority under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)- 
(d). 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 06/23/2005. 
Accordingly, the information disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

4. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fuser 

(US 4,809,724). 

5. In re Claim 1, with reference to Figures 1, 3 and 5, Fuser discloses a sun shade 
apparatus for use with a printed work, said apparatus comprising: 

• a shade member (1 5-24, figure 5); 

• an attachment apparatus (figures 3 and 6) having a positioning member 
(1,12-14) and a clip (7 and 8), said positioning member (1,12-14) pivotally 
attached to said shade member (15-24, Figures 8-10), said clip (7-8) 
extending from said positioning member on a longitudinal axis at an angle to 
said shade member, said clip adapted to receive the printed work 
therebetween. 
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6. In re Claim 2, with reference to Figures 8-10, Fuser discloses that the positioning 
member (1, 12,14) is pivotable (Figures 8-10) with respect to said shade member (15- 
24) between at least two discrete positions. 
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7. In re Claim 3, with reference to Figure 6, Fuser discloses that said shade 
member (15-24) further comprises an aperture for receiving (24) said positioning 
member (1,12-14), said aperture (24) having a plurality of notches (col. 2, lines 35-38). 



8. In re Claim 4, with reference to Figure 6, Fuser discloses that said positioning 
member (1,12-14) further comprises a plurality of radially extending teeth (13) adapted 
to engage said notches (24, col. 2, lines 35-38) for positioning said member (1,12-14) in 
a selected one of said at least two positions (figures 8-10). 

9. In re Claim 5, with reference to Figures 2 and 3, Fuser discloses that said clip 
member (7 and 8) is movable with respect to said positioning member (1,12-14) 
between an extended position and a folded position (col. 1, lines 60-64). 

10. In re Claim 6, with reference to Figure 2, Fuser discloses that said clip (7 and 8) 
has an elongated arm (7) and a resilient outer portion (8). 

11. In re Claim 7, with reference to Figure 6, Fuser discloses that the shade (1 5-24) 
includes a rigid frame (21 ) and a flexible cover (B). 
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Conclusion 

12. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Driscoll (US 6,405,742 B1) teaches a portable sun shade with 
pivoting members. Sachs (US 6,202,659 B1) teaches a sunshade device that pivots for 
positioning. Hames et al. (US 5,441 ,067) teaches a sun shade with a clamping member 
at the base for attachment to an article. Pintos (US 4,100,633) teaches a positioning 
member that includes teeth that are set into notches. Bushweller et al. (US Patent 
5,896,880) teach an umbrella with a clip member for attachment to a book.
